A meeting under the auspices of the Dub- 
lin Branch of the Anti-Vivisection Society was 
held set angy afternoon in the Molesworth 
Hall, Dublin, under the presidency of Colonel 
Hawes, C.B. 

The Hon. Stephen Coleridge, in addressing 
the meeting, said thet amti-vivisectors had been 
called an inconsistent people. He denied that 
allegation, and said that they were in favour 
of the diminution of cruelty whether it was in- 
fiicted by “ee of science or by men for their 
pleasur e hoped soon to see otter-hunting 
totally “botished and he and his friends of the 
Anti-Vivisection ‘Society hoped to get a bill 
passed to enforce complete surgical anaesthesia 
before any animal was touched with a knife, 

ye the anima] might die in a state of com- 
plete insensibility. That would leave the 

ands of science free to a large extent. He saw 
nothing more immoral in reducing an animal to 
insensi neibility before operating upon .it than he 
did in killing an animal for food without an- 
methetics. He had been attacked by extremists 
for taking that view. He was out to stop tor- 
ture, and he hoped the members of the Dublin 
branch would support him in getting the bill 
now before Parliament passed into law. Vivi- 
sectors alleged that there was no torture in- 
flicted upon enimals, arid if it was proved that 
there was they réplied that it was justified by 
the immense benefit their work conferred up@& 
humanity, Reading from the ' Journal of 
Physiology,’”’ the speaker quoted descriptions of 
treatment of dogs by vivisectors, in which it 
was, he said, impossible to avoid torturing the

Do you mean to tell the Coroner and jury 
that from the morning of the 27th March you 
have never enquired how many patrols were 
out in Thurles on that morning—is that your 
evidence?. There was a patrol out from ten 
o'clock to two o'clock in the morning. We also 
had police on special duty on that morning, and 
T am not aware that it was necessary to enter 
men on that special duty as a patrol. 

In answer to further questions by Mr. Lynch, 
the witness stated that there was one patrol 
that it was necessary to enter, and he believed 
that the entry was made in the book. He be. 
lieved that the patrol consisted of one sergeant 
and four constables. They patrolled the rail 
way station and the tewn, iheluding Main 
street and Friar treet, where police 
barracks were situated. They came off duty at 
two. o'clock in the morning. He believed that 
there was a head constable end five or six men 
on special duty in the town on the same morn- 
ing. Those men went out at five o’clock in the 
morning, and returned some time after seven 
o’elock. It was when the witness was going to

All the police told him that 
they had not heárd any shois, and knew nothing 
about the murder. His patrol passed McCarthy's 
house on the opposite side of the road about 
half-past five in the morning. He saw no one 
at McCarthy's door at that time. 

Mr. Lynch—Do you believe McCarthy was 
shot? I believe he was shot. . 

Have you ever discovered anyone who heard 
shots fired on that morning? I have Rot. 

THE BARRACK ORDERLY. 

Constable McNamara gave evidence that he 
Was barrack orderly on the night of the 26th 
and the morning of the 27th March. He locked 
up the barracks at 10 o'clock at night. Two 
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sentries went on diity at that time, and a 
patrol returned about that time, and all. the 
police staying at lodgings left the barracks at 
the same time. Their arms and accoutrements 
were left in the barracks. The town patrol 
returned about two o'clock in the morning. No 
information was then conveyed to him that a 
man hed been shot. He fitst heard of 
McCarthy’s murder between 8 and 9 o'clock in 
the morning from the barrack servant. and he 
made an entry of it in the barrack diary. 

To Mr. Lynch—When the town patrol re. 
turned two sentries were outside the barracks. 
He never heard any rifle firing or revolver firing 
on the night in question. 

MR. LYNCH'S SPEECH. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., addressing the jury for thé 
next-of-kin, said that they were confronted 
with an extraordinary state of things. It had 
been sworn to them by the Head Constable that 
the only instructions that he got from his 
superior as regards the investigation of this 
crime was to wipe wa the men in the 
barracks as to their whefeabouts on the night 
and morning of the crime. Let. the jury mark 
and he hoped that the public would 
mark it, not only in Tipperary, but all over 
the world. (Loud cheers in ecourt:) Now 
I hope, continued counsel, that the people will 
preserve that calm dignity that befits an occa- 
sion of this kind oh which you are investigating 
the cause of death of a fellow-countryman of 
yours.

It was as 
clear as daylight from the evidence who caused 
the death of James McCarthy, He belonged to 
a family who received great attention 
from the police in Thurles previously. 
Was it not ten Safe, - mhais. me 
being an hmportant mem o e family, he 
ahd slain by men who came from one place and 
returned only to the samme place? If the iury 
nad the slightest doubt in the present case they 
should return an open verdict. On the other 
hand, if they had no doubt, and the evidence 
inted only to one coriclusion, they should 
bring in the verdict regardless of consequences 
in duty to their country, to their God, and to 
themselves.

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THE COAST AND 
STRIKE. 


PASSENGERS HELD UP. 


In the coast townships yesterday all business 
was suspended in accordance with the éall of 
the labour leaders. The first effects of the 
cessation of work were seen at the Carlisle 
Pier when the incoming mail boat arrived with 
about 400 passengers. ere were no trains to 
carry them to further destinations. Some were 
met by friends with private cars; some took 
breakfast and set out to walk to the city, 
but the great majority found lodgings in the 
town and veudact military motor car took 
a number of nurses, who had arrived by the 
| boat, to Dublin. The packet porters were at 
work, and removed the mails from thé boat to 
the pier, where they were left all day owing to 
the postal van drivers having ceased work. 

The “IR boat from Kingstown departed 
at the ueual hour with a small number of 
passengers and no mails, none having arrived 
from the city. 

In the townships, from Blackrock to Bray, all 
the shops were closed. 

e incoming mail boat yesterday evening 
brought mails to Kingstown, but there were no 
postal arrangements for their receipt and con- 
veyance to Dublin. The only mails received by 
the outgoing boat were a few local letters, while 
probably not more than thirty passengers 
travelled by her. The packet porters did not 
turn out yesterday evening. 


IN THE PROVINCES. 


NO GENERAL STOPPAGE IN BELFAST. 

There was no general stoppage of work in 
Belfast yesterday, and the instructions iasued by 
the National Executive of the Irish Trades Con- 
gress were disregarded. Work proceeded as 
usual at the shipyards, and in the mills and 
factories in the city. The English mails via 
Holyhead and Kingstown did not arrive in 
Belfast until noon, three hours late. The 
usual afternoon trains to Dublin were not run. 
A number of transport workers at the docks 
did not report themselves for duty, and the 
remainder were later called out. 

CORK. 

The one-lay strike was generally observed in 
Cork yesterday, all places of business being 
closed. There was a complete cessation of work, 
and large numbers paraded the streets during 
the day. A public meeting was held in the 
City Hall, the Lord Mayor, Mr. McSwiney, pre- 
eiding, when a resolution was passed approvimg 
of the action of the National Executive in de- 
claring a general «trike. 

LIMERICK. 
. It was. late on Monday evening when the 
people of Limerick were invited, by public 
notices postéd in the city, to hold a one-day 
general strike on Tuesday. It met with a 
response that was remarkable. In the circum- 
stances newspapers could not be printed owing 
to the absence of the men, trains could not run 
to or from Limerick, and business in the city 
was entirely suspended. The only places re- 
maining open were the five city banks and the 
postal and telegraph offices. 
WATERFORD. 

Great excitément prevails in Waterford. 
Work of all classes, except at the Post Office 
and the newspapers offices, is suspended. Huge 
processions, headed by the Sinn Fein Mayor 
(Dr. White), wearing his chain of office, 
marched through the streets, and addresses 
were delivered at various sag re by the strike’ 
leaders. The industry of the city is paralysed. 
Only one train entered the city, and it was’ 
held up outside the station until a permit was 
obtained from the strike leaders by the signal- 
man, An extra force of police was on duty at 
the County Courthouse, where the Quarter 
Sessions were held. Hotels and clubs were 
visited by pickets and the staffs were ordered 
out. Bank clerks were set upon by crowds and 
taken out of the banks. Om shipping office 
was also visited and the employés ordered out. 
Several thousand picketers paraded the streets 
all day. The theatres and picture houses were 
closed at might, and the city was in complete 
darkness owing to the lamps being extingyished. 
All shipping at the quays was stopped. 

A WORKERS’ COUNCIL AT GALWAY. 


Every house was shuttered, all business was 
paralysed, and the only communication with 
the outside world was by telegraph. Crowds 
lounged on the .footways, and the genera! 
apathy was only broken by the passing of an 
armoured car or a troop of tin-hatted soldiers 
on their way to pe“ the Custom House. In 
the afternoon 1, people crowded into the 
Town Hall, where Mr. Seumas O’Brien, 
Organiser of the Transport Workers’ Union, 
presided at a meeting which decided to form 
a Workers’ Council to control the affairs of the 
town until the strike ie at an end. It was 
determined to meet at night to arrange for the 
opening of the provision shops for a 
short period each day, and for the 
rationing of the workers. Yesterday the 
workers turned back a car-load of meat for the 
Unien Hospital, and even those who were tak- 
ing milk to the town were prevented by pickets 


in a few cases. 
WEXFORD. 

There was a complete cessation of business 
in Wexford. The local railway workers, the 
workers at the three foyndries, and the 
employés at several other establishments, in- 
cluding the gas works and the bacon factory, 
stopped work at 12 o’clock. In the afternoon 
there was a public procession of Labour ies, 
headed by a tricolour flag. A demonstration 
was held subsequently in St, Peter’e egusre, 
and addresses delivered by the Mayor (Alder- 
man R. Corish), the President of the Trades 
and Labour Council, Dr. James Ryan, M.P. 

SCENES IN DUNDALK. 

The strike was generally observed in Dun- 
dalk, all buildings, except the Post Office, the 
banks, and the Revenue Office, being closed. 
The men at the electric power station had 
ceased work at midnight on Monday, and, in 
consequence, all the principal works in the town 
were left idle. At the locomotive department 
of the Great Northern Railway, where many 
hundreds of hands are employed, some men 
turned up for work in the morning. Early in 
the day close on 100 men marched into this 
department and ordered the men at work to 
“ an tools,” which they did. At the engineer- 
ing department the clerks were 
work. The principal remonstra 
demonstrators, and stated that unless the clerks 
got on with their work the men could not be 
paid at the end of the week, The clerks, how- 
ever, were told to cease work, and they did so. 
The pickets also visited Colonel Glover's office 
but apparently an arrangement was made that 
the officials were to remain on ‘duty for a 
certain time. After the luncheon intervai 
hundreds of men marehed in processional order 
to the railway bridge and prevented any clerks 
| or workmen from resuming work, the only per- 
son allowed in being the principal (Colonel 
Glover) and the chief electrician. The pickets 
then visited the station, and ordered the plat 
form porters to cease work, and they did so. 
The signalmen were also ir. on, and eom- 
plied with the order, <r the signalman in 
the central cabin, who said that his dead body 
would taken out before he left.

BONUS FOR CIVIL SERVANTS.

A SLIDING SCALE. 
It is understood that the official side of the 
National Whitley Council for Civil Servants has 
made the following offer to the staff side of a 
bonus to be substituted for the present bonus :— 
Salaries ap to £91 per annum—225 per cent. 
Salaries £91 and under £200—126 per cent. on 
the first £91 and 60 per cent. on the ‘alance, 
Salaries over £200, but under £500—125 per 
cent. on the first £91, 60 per cent. on the next 
£109, and 45 per cent. on the balance. 
dating as from Ist April, 1920. 50 per cent. or 
60 per cent. of bonus to be added to retiring 
salary for the purpose of calculating pensions 
end retiring gratuities. No offer has yet been 
mon ass respecting the effect of bonus on overtime 
The above offer applies to all men of 16 and 
over. The offer is based on the average percent- 
age figurs on the cost of living in the past six 
months—i.e., 125 per cent. over pre-war figures, 
and is conditional upon the staff side accepting a 
sliding scale arrangement, under which for every 
10 points by which the cost of living goes up or 
down there should be an increase or decrease 
of about one-twelfth of the bonus. 


congratulated the workers on their display of 
strength. They showed the English Cabinet 
that if they attempted to murder Irishmen in 
British jails, then they would have to murder 
the whole of Ireland.

THE DAY IN THURLES, 
The concluding stages of the inquest on James 
McCarthy, the baker who was shot in Thurles 
in the small hours of the morning of the 27th 
March last, was the chief and, indeed, almost 
the sole subject of popular interest in the town 
and country. ‘The Gomethetina was thronged, 
and the crowd displayed enthusiasm only during 
the speech of Mr. Patrick Lynch, K.C., who 
arrived from Limerick Junction by motor car 
after a journey from Cork, rendered difficult 
by the dislocatéon of the train services. When 
the verdict of the jury was read by the Coroner 
it was received with hisses in the crowded Court, 
the majority of those present apparently expect- 
ing a more definite pronouncement as to the 
person or persons who caused poor McCarthy's 
death. There was, however, no incident of an 
untoward character. The streeta of Thurles 
were quiet during the evening, and after night- 
fall the police patrolled the streets armed with 
rifles, but there was no display of military force. 
All the shops were closed in the town during 
the day as a mark of sympathy with the Mount- 
joy prisoners. A feeling of suppressed excite- 
ment seemed to pervade the entire community, 
and vague rumours of happenings in the sur- 
rounding country are afloat. 

OTHER CENTRES. 
In Roscommon a poster was issued in the 
following terms:—‘‘ Our prisoners are dying in 
Mountjoy. Workers, stop work to-day as a 
protest.” These posters were widely posted up 
in the town and district, but were torn down 
by the police. With the exception of the 
banks and the Government offices all business 
establishments in the town were closed. 
All business was suspended im Carrick-on-Suir. 
The Munster, the National, and the Provincial 
Banks opened, but were called upon by a 
deputation re Sinn Fein and Labour, 
and were obliged to close. A chemist opened, 
but after a hostile demonstration outside his 
shop it was closed. a? sag 
All classes of labour joined in the strike in 
Claremorris, and there were several parades 
through the streets. All the shops were closed, 
and business was suspended. 

All work ceased in Westport at noon. No 
trains ran, and Westport was completely 
ieolated. Everything wag at a standstill, ail 
the shops being ol i 
The stable employés at the Curragh refused 
to handle any horses for Punchestown by order 
of the Irish Transport Workers’ Union. All 
business houses and remained closed in 
Newbridge and the district. All the Curragh 
workers are out. 

Almost all business was suspended im Tip 
perary. Only the banks and Post Office re 
mained open. The three 1: ary men in 
Mountjoy——-Thomas Toomey, Martin Breen, and 
Maurice Crowe—are reported to be in a critical 
state. A feeling of great tension prevails.

At the end of the 
meeting the assembled crowd uncovered in the 
rain, and a clergymen led an open-air prayer

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SCOTTISH HOME RULE. 
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TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sik,—With reference to your leader on this 
subject in Monday's Jrish Times, while I am 
not concerned with or interested in the general 
trend wf your article or the moral you point, 
pray allow me to correct some mistakes and 
misapprehensions as to the facts. In the 
first place, the Grampian Mountains (not hills) 
do hot form the boundary between England and 
Scotland, and north of those mountains there 
is no population to speak of unless you count 
deer. Secondly, the banks of the Clyde are 
not “bonny,” at least for the thirty miles be- 
tween Glasgow and Greenock, where the great 
shipbuilding, engineering and manufacturing 
industries are situated. The description 
“canal,” applied to it by a recent writer in 
Cornhill, is a much more accurate one. How- 
ever, it is not to correct excusable errors in 
geography that 1 have taken up my pen, but 
to correct the common 


Scotland is highly prosperous to-day because of 
the genuine unaffected kindness, good-will and 
gold of John Bull, and that it is ail give on his 
part and no take. 

Nething is further from the truth. The 
Union gave to both countries what was abso- 
hve necessary for their industrial develop- 
ment—security from ehemy invasion, and for 
that reason will never be abrogated. The 
industry and business capacity of the Scottish 
people, combined with the enormous mineral 
wealth of Lowland Scotland, have done the 
resi, and made her a highly prosperous country. 
Glasgow is the greatest engineering centre in 
the world, but great engineering centres de not 
arise in the midst of begs and with barren 
granite hills behind them, as many people seem 
to imagine. 

[ am quoting from memory, but I believe the 
last English Census gave the number of native- 
born Scotsmen resident in England and Wales 
as about 200,000, out of a population of 
36,000,000—not a great number surely; and, 
admitting that the Union gave equal privileges 

citizens to both countries, as is right and 
proper, Scotsmen in the Imperial Civil Service, 
Army and Navy have a perfeet right to be 
there; and, if they are there in numbers, posi- 
tions, and influence out of all proportion to the 
population of Scotland, it can only be due to 
their superior brains, for in all three branches 
of the public service entrance can only be 
obtained by open competition. As regards 
engineering, banking, and insurance, you appear 
to be unaware that, Scotland is a great in- 
dustrial country, and a serious eommeréjal rival 
of England in these respects. Scotsmen have 
as much right to push their business in England 
as Americans have and do, or as Germans did. 
Similarly, Englishmen are quite at liberty to do 
the same in Scotland, and of this fact they 
take full advantage—it is not a “trickle” as 
you imagine. 

There is, however, a more serious matter re- 
sulting from the Union. Edinburgh, from 
being a capital city, has sunk to the position of 
a second-rate provincial town, and no Scottish 
nobleman and hardly any landed gentry now 
have town houses there. The result is that 
Scotland pays an enormous tribute to England 
in the shape of rents and revenues drawn by 
absentees and spent in London, for the classes 
I have mentioned frequent ‘the Court and 
House of Parliament, etc., and never see S$ ot- 
land except in the shooting season. In addi- 
tion, Scotland pays her full contribution—and 
that not a small one—to the Imperial bx- 
chequer, and never saw any return for it till 
recently at Rosyth. Until the war loomed in 
front of us all, in Seotland the Navy was te- 
presented on the Forth and the Clyde by an 
antiquated guardship, and the Army by ha’ a 
regiment of Highland soldiers stationed in Edin- 
burgh Castle and Maryhill (Glasgow). — Even 
yet, I believe, there is no military establish- 
ment which can compare with the Curragh 
nearer Scotland than York. 

In view of the foregoing, I hope I have made 
it sufficiently plain that, so far from the average 
Englishman's opinion that the high road to 
England is the finest landseape a Scotsman 
ever saw being correct, the Union, while giving 
Scotland the great. advantage of securrtty equally 
with England, has not been an unmixed bless- 
ing to her. In sn event, whatever Scotland 
is to-day, she owes her position to nobody but 
herself and her children.—Yours, a sg"
